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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 have been indicated for allowance because the entire combination 
of a printing apparatus including an operational conditions setting section that sets 
the number of printing operation times of the print section necessary to print the 
character string and each operational condition of a rotation angle or the rotational 
support section corresponding to one printing operation of the print section based on 
the print range and the selected arrangement pattern, a print data creating section 
that creates print data, which corresponds to the set number of printing operation 
times, the character string is arranged within the print range along the circumference 
around the center of the recording medium based on the selected arrangement 
pattern and in combination with other structures could not be found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 10-13 have been indicated for allowance because the entire 
combination of a printing method and a program including the steps of setting the 
number of printing operation times necessary to print the character string and each 
operational condition of a rotation angle or the recording medium corresponding to 
one printing operation based on the printable range by one printing operation and the 
selected arrangement pattern, creating print data, which corresponds to the set 
number of printing operation times, where the character string is arranged within the 
print range along the circumference around the center of the recording medium 
based on the selected arrangement pattern and in combination with other structures 
could not be found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record.
